N JUNE 25, just 12 days from now, a Duncan 
logger named Thomas Sydney Symes is sen- 


tenced to hang. 


The facts of the case are quite well known in 


this area. 


On New Year's day, after a 


riod of “excessive 


drinking,” Symes went to his wife’s home. There he 
found her, in her bedroom, in the arms of his best 
friend, Paul Richard Powling. 

Symes went outside, picked up a gun, loaded it, 
returned, and shot Powling dead. He said that Pow- 
ling had destroyed amy chance he might have had of 
a reunion with his wife and three-year-old son.

The case was fully and fairly tried in the courts 
and the jury found Symes guilty of murder. In such 
a finding, the death sentence is mandatory and it was 
so pronounced by Mr. Justice Wilson. 

An appeal was heard, and denied. 

Grounds for such a decision were apparently 
two-fold: first, that Symes was legally separated from 
his wife, and therefore not quite in the position as 
enraged hushands who, seeing their homes violated, 
have invoked the so-called “unwritten law” and been 
found guilty only of manslaughter; and second, the 
fact that he had bought shells and a gun, and gone 
outside to get them, was firm evidence of premedi- 


tated murder. 


Persons sympathetic to Symes point out, how- 
ever, that he had been trying to effect a reconcilia- 
tion with his wife and son and must, therefore, have 


eared deeply for them. 


* 


All this, of course, is evidential history. 

But the fact remains that Symes has only 12 
days left to live. His only hope for commutation of 
the sentence rests with the Minister of Justice at 


Ottawa. 


And here a new element enters the case. Mr. 
Justice Garson—Symes’ “court of last resort” for 
executive clemency—has been defeated in this week's 
election, and therefore has no authority at all to act. 

With this in mind, The Times urges the authori- 
ties, both provincial and federal, to order a stay of 
execution until a new Minister of Justice can have 
an opportunity to review the case. . 

It would be a dreadful thing if, during the con- 
fusion and uncertainty resulting from the election, 
and the appointment of a new Cabinet, Symes’ last 
appeal went idto the “limbo” and was never heard. 


The clock is ticking inexorably towards June 25.

At End of His Rope 


LONDON (UP}—The Man.- 
chester Guardian today quoted 
as “an example of stoicism” 
the following unsigned letter 
—ostensibly from a_ brick- 
layer in the Barbados to his 
contracting firm: 

“Respected Sir, 

“When. I go to the building, 
I found that the hurricane had 
knocked some bricks off the 
top. So I rigged up a beam 
with a pully at the top of the 
building and hoisted up a 
couple of barrels full of 
bricks. When I had fixed the 
building, there was a lot of 
bricks left over. 

“I hoisted the barrel back 
up again and secured the line 
at the bottom, and then went 
up and filled the barrel with 
extra bricks. Then I went to 
the bottom and cast off the 
line. 

“Unfortunately, the barrel 
of bricks was heavier than I 
was, and before I knew what 
was happening the barrel 
started down, jerking me off 
the ground. I decided to hang 
on and halfway up I met 
barrel coming down and re- 
ceived a-severe blow on the 
shoulder. 


“I then continued to the top, 


banging my head against the 
beam and getting my fingers 
jammed in the pulley. When 
the barrel hit the ground it 
bursted its bottom, allowing 
all the bricks to spill out. 

“I was now heavier than 
the barrel and so started 
down again at high speed. 
Halfway down, I met the bar- 
rel coming up and received 
severe injuries to my shins. 
When I ‘hit the ground I 
landed on the bricks, getting 
several. painful cuts from the 
sharp edges. At this point I 
must have lost my presence 
of mind, because I let go the 
line. The barrel then came 
down giving me another 
heavy blow on the head and 
putting me in hospital. 

“I respectfully request sick 
leave.”

HONG KONG (UP) — Hong 
Kong police today investigated 
reports that 37 passengers 
aboard a Chinese Communist 
vessel had seized the ship and 
sailed it into Hong Kong

The People’s Will 


CCORDING TO THE CONSTI- 
tution Mr. St. Laurent is entitled 
to meet Parliament and seek its 
- verdict on his Government. But 
according to the will of the Cana- 
dian people his only proper course 
is to resign at once and advise the 
Governor-General to call on Mr. 
Diefenbaker to form a new Govern- 
ment. 

To be sure, more Canadians voted 
for the Liberal Party than for the 
Conservative Party but the popular 
vote does not necessarily determine 
the choice of government under our 
system. That choice can be made 
only by Parliament, reflecting the 
general will of the people. 

Clearly the new Parliament and 
the people do not have confidence in 
the St. Laurent Government. Both 
Parliament. and. people desire. a new 
government and they must have it. 

If Mr. St..Laurent were to con- 
tinue in office, meet Parliament and 
attempt to make some deal with 
the splinter parties at the price of 
surrendering the Government's prin- 
ciples, he would antagonize the 
nation and further damage the 
defeated Liberal Party. 

This is so obvious and Mr. St. 
Laurent is a man of such scrupulous 
integrity that his early resignation 
may be expected. Mr. Diefenbaker 
should be in office during the next 
few days. And no doubt another 
election will be called not long hence 
to erect a ‘government with a 
working majority. 

* Mr. St. Laurent must also con- 
sider the future ‘of the Liberal 
Party. 

A great national party outlives 
its defeats and should profit by 
them in the long run. Its purpose is 
not primarily to hold office but to 
advocate certain policies until the 
nation is ready to adopt them. 

Twenty-two years of opposition 
and five electoral defeats did not 
destroy the Conservative Party but 
slowly prepared it for the success of 
the recent election. One defeat does 
not destroy, and it need not damage 
the Liberal Party in the long run. 

On the contrary, this lesson, 
though unexpected and bitter for the 
moment, will make the Liberal Party 
re-assess its position, realize its mis- 
takes and prepare itself, in oppo 
sition, for the day when it will 
return to power. 

A period of opposition certainly 
lies ahead and it will be long or 
short, depending on the qualities of 
the Diefenbaker Government and the 
Liberal Party. 

The real danger to the Liberal 
Party is not a period of opposition 
which, properly used, can serve to 
re-build its strength.

The Liberal Party must have a 
new and younger leader to begin the 
work of reconstruction in the ap- 
proaching election. Since the Lib- 
eral Party must seek new strength 
mainly outside Quebec, where it is 
still secure, it is essential that the 
new leader should come from an 
English-speaking province. 

Actually, the choice of the new 
leader should offer no difficulty 
whatever. The events of recent 
years have produced in Mr. Pearson 
a natural, obvious and _ brilliant 
leader, the Canadian statesman most 
respected throughout the world. 

If it has learned its lesson, the 
Liberal Party should react immed- 
jately, call a convention during the 
summer and make sure that Mr 
Pearson has time to prepare for the 
expected autumn election 

He may be unable to win that 
election, the tide having set against 
the Liberal Party for the present, 
but defeat would be only an incident 
in his career, thé leadership of the 
opposition would then be in able 
hands and he would be ready for 
office after this necessary prepar- 
ation. 

Perhaps Mr. Pearson, who can 
command great positions and rich 
rewards in private life, would prefer 
personally to abandon politics but we 
believe that the whole nation, re- 
gardiess of partisan lines, will hope 
that his unique talents will not be 
lost to its service. His greatest 
service still lies ahead.

cy A FEW WEEKS AGO 
Britain’s Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan appeared in deep trou- 
ble. 


Piled atop the woes of Suez were 
serious domestic problems. Strikes 
and prospects of strikes threatened 
a weakened national economy. Polit- 
ically, Labor was making inroads 
into Tory stronghgids, and- Lord 
Salisbury, the man who recommend- 
ed Macmillan as Sir Anthony Eden’s 
successor, left the Government over 
the release of Cypriote Archbishop 
Makarios. 


Today Prime Minister Macmillan 
still has problems to face, both eco- 
nomic. and political. He has to es- 
tablish his position in the country 
at large. Sharp by-election rebuffs 
in former Tory strongholds indicate 
that the successes he has achieved 
in Whitehall Westminster are 
not yet reflected throughout Britain: 

But Mr. Macmillan has made 
gains. He has impressed his party 
supporters with his own confidence, 
has taken hold of his job and has 
pulled his government together. 


His recent strong stand on trade 
with China indicates, as do other 
of his actions, the courage he brings 
to leadership. 

The team about him is doing its 
part. Minister of Labor Iain Mac- 
leod has succeeded in averting, solv- 
ing or postponing strikes. 

Chancellor of *the Exchequer 
Peter Thorneycroft has produced a 
moderately popular budget with the 
promise of a more popular one next 
year when elections approach. 

And the Opposition Leader, Mr. 


Hugh Gaitskell, has not been making | 


many yards politically in a game 
where Aneurin Bevan seems to be 
carrying the ball for Labor. 

Mr. Macmillan shows no com- 
placency. He has no occasion to. On 
the other hand his confidence and 
his leadership are infectious. The 
government and party apparently 
headed for disaster in the sands of 
the Suez seem now to be making a 
remarkable recovery. 

_If history suggests that events 
produce the man to master them, 
Mr. Macmillan seems to furnish sup- 
porting evidence.

Quarantine or Not? 


T THE two ends of the Communist 
world, in Poland and in China, the 
same question has now been posed. Is 
it right or is it wrong, is it wise or is 
it unwise, to open up intercourse through 
the Iron Curtain? With 
Poland the U.S. has 
decided to open it up 
and has gone far 
as to negotiate an 
agreement furnish 
economic aid. In 
China, American policy 
is still one of non-in- 
tercourse, and to main- 
tain an embargo and 
a boycott. But in this

tion to the policy even at home, In 
fact, last week the President said that 
personally, though not yet as, President, 
he was in favor of at least some freedom 
of trade with China. 


Two Schools . 

There are, in all this, two main schools 
of thought. The one holds that rather 
than open up we should close down, that 
the best way to deal with Communist 
states is, as nearly as it is possible to 
do so, to put them in quarantine, The 
less contact with Communist regimes, the 
better. 

Insofar as there is trade, it is the 
Communists who benefit. Insofar as 
there is diplomatic and cultural” inter: 
course, it is the Communists who will 
seduce and subvert the non-Communists. 

The Iron Curtain which was set up 
by the Communists to seal themselves 
oft from the capitalistic and democratic 
world is in fact essential to the security 
of the democratic and capitalistic world. 

Those who favor the quarantine policy 


| would like to see the world divided into 


two closed systems. Then from behind 
the Iron Curtain each would bombard 
the other with propaganda. 

The other school holds that Russia 


| and China, instead of being weakened, 


grow stronger in the long run insofar as 
they are quarantined. 

The real éffect of the trade. restric- 
tions and the embargoes has been equiva- 
lent to erecting around them an enor- 
mously high tariff wall which compels 


them to develop their own industries and 
to make themselves self-sufficient 

This is costly. It may compel them 
to move more slowly But once the 
price has been paid, the quarantined 
country is in a very strong position 
This applies to big countries like Rus- 
and China. Smaller countries, like 
cannot hope to become self-suf- 
ficient. On them the effect of the qua- 
ranfine policy is to make them wholly 
dependent upon the Soviet Union 

For that reason, those of us who op- 
pose the quarantine policy contend that 
the wise thing to do is to give a country 
like Poland an alternative, to break the 
Soviet monopoly as a supplier of Poland's 
essential needs. 

We contend also that while an em- 
bargo on the China trade~ does slow up 
somewhat the industrialization of China, 
it does not slow it up very much. On 
the other hand, whatever good that slow- 
ing up does, it is more than offset by 
leaving China with no alternative except 
to lean wholly upon the Soviet Union 

Would it not be better, we say, to let 
China have intercourse with the outer 
world, and thus to encourage China to 
play the role of a more independent 
power? 

It is important 40 say, I think, that 
neither policy, that of restriction or of 
openness, will have quick or dramatic 
results.

Restrictions and embargoes may have 
troubled the Russians and the Chinese. 
But the Communist power in the world 
continues to grow. It has not declined. 

On the other hand, we must not ex- 
pect that opening up trade and cultural 
exchanges will have the kind of spectac- 
ular results which the vice-president, in 
his otherwise excellent speech on Polish 
aid, seemed to mean when he spoke of 
“the explosive power ‘of freedom.” 

What we might hope for is not an 
explosion which; like that in Hungary, 
would be for us a humiliation and for 
all the world a tragedy. What we might 
hope for rather is an attrition through 
exposure to freedom, a gradual wearing 
down of the totalitarian character of the 
Polish regime, and the healing effects 
of more light and more air.

Men and equipment started to 
work this week at Port Hardy on 
the largedt aerial spraying pro- 
gram in the history of British 
Columbia, designed to save 
150,000 acres of hemlock from 
destruction by the black-headed 
budworm 

Four big 2,000 - horsepower 
Grumman Avengers, former 
United States Navy torpedo 
bombers, have been equipped 
with tanks and spray booms, 
and are being operated by Sky- 
way Air Services of Langley. 

During the three-week program 
80 tons of DDT, 1,200 barrels of 
solvent and 100,000 gallons of 
diesel oil, mixed into a lethal 
spray, will be dropped from the 
800-galion tanks mounted in each 
of the aircraft. 

The planes fly pre-arranged 
courses, just above the treetops, 
with spray jets belching clouds 
of bug-killer. In seven minutes 
the 800 gallons is gone, and they 
must return for another load.

A STAY FOR SYMES [RCMP Probe 


N JUNE 25, just 12 days from now, a Duncan 
logger named Thomas Sydney Symes is sen- 


tenced to hang. 


The facts of the case are quite well known in 


this area. 


On New Year’s day, after a period of “excessive 


drinking, 


Symes went to his wife’s home. There he 


found her, in her bedroom, in the arms of his best 
friend, Paul Richard Powling. 

Symes went outside, picked up a gun, loaded it, 
returned, and shot Powling dead. He said that Pow- 
ling had destroyed any chance he might have had of 
a reunion with his wife and three-year-old son. 


* 


* 


The case was fully and fairly tried in the courts 
and the jury found Symes guilty of murder. In such 
a finding, the death sentence is mandatory and it was 
so pronounced by Mr. Justice Wilson. 

An appeal was heard, and denied. 

Grounds for such a decision were apparently 
two-fold: first, that Symes was legally separated from 
his wife, and therefore not quite in the position as 
enraged husbands who, seeing thir homes violated, 
have invoked the so-called “unwritten law” and been 
found guilty only of manslaughter; and second, the 
fact that he had bought shells and a gun, and gone 
outside to get them, was firm evidence of premedi- 


tated murder. 


Persons sympathetic to Symes point out, how- 
ever, that he had been trying to effect a reconcilia- 
tion with his wife and son and must, therefore, have 


eared deeply for them. 
* 


* 


All this, of course, is evidential history. 


But the fact remains that Symes has only 


days left to live. His only hope for commutation of 
the sentence rests with the Minister of Justice at 


Ottawa. 


And here a new element enters the case. Mr. 
Justice Garson—Symes’ “court of last resort” for 
executive clemency—has been defeated in this week's 
election, and therefore has no authority at all to act. 

With this in mind, The Times urges the authori- 
ties, both provincial and federal, to order a stay of 
execution until a new Minister of Justice can have 
an opportunity 40 review the case. 

It woujd be a dreadful thing if, during the con- 
fusion and uncertainty resulting from the election, 
and the appointment of a new Cabinet, Symes’ last 
appeal went into the “limbo” and was never heard. 


The clock is ticking inexorably towards June 25.

People write me, much alarmed because 
a doctor has found that they have no hydro- 
chloric acid in their juice. Often in 
these cases, the mucous membrane of the 
stomach did properly Prob 
ably the person was born with a good lining 
to his stomach, and nothing 
done about the lack juice. I know 
treatment that will bring 
back hydrochloric acid in the 
gastric juice. Some 40 years 
ago, I learned that thou 
sands of persons can digest 
perfectly wel? with no acid 
in their stomach, and hence 
I practically never bother to 
treat their condition. Only if 
the person suffers from 
diarrhea will I try giving 
some acid, and then I quit 
it if it doesn’t stop the 
diarrhea in a few days. I quit because 
giving of the acid can take off the enar 
on the inner side of the upper central four 
teeth 

The only people whom we physicians worry 
about a bit are those whose lack of hydro- 
chioric acid is associated with a familiar 
type of so-called primary anemia. It is an 
anemia not due to the oozing of blood from 
some body cavity. 

Many ‘a time, when a.young woman has. 
walked into my office with beautiful grey 
hair, I have asked immediately, “Who in your 
family had pernicious anemia?” And often 
the woman has answered, “My mother died 
of it.” Sometimes the person complains of 
some tingling and numbness in her legs and 
then she must keep taking, at intervals for 
the rest of her days, a tiny dose of vitamin 
B12

During the three-week program 
80 tons of DDT, 1,200 barrels of 
solvent afd 100,000 gallons of 
diesel oil, mixed into a lethal 
spray, will be dropped from the 
800-gallon tanks mounted in each 
of the aircraft 

The planes fly pre-arranged 
courses, just above the treetops, 
with spray jets belching clouds 
of bug-killer. In seven minutes 
the 800 gallons is gone, and they 
must return for another load.
